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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DE 9166709. DE 
9166709 teaches a reactor suitable for the catalytic conversion of a feed mixture which is capable 
of explosion or ignition having a feed supply chamber (figure 1, top); a catalyst bed having an 
upstream surface and a downstream surface which is in fluid communication with the effluent 
discharge chamber (figure 1, item 2); and means for covering part of the upstream surface that 
partly confine the feed supply chamber having a flexible wall having a surface that partly defines 
the feed supply chamber and which is capable of partly covering the upstream surface (figure 1, 
item 5). It is the examiner's position that although DE 9166709 teaches a particular feed supply 
and discharge arrangement, the reactor of DE 9166709 could be used with an opposite flow 
arrangement since item 5 in figure 1 shows substantially the same structure as in the instant 
application. A recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the 
claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. 
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See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 

Claim Allowance 1 

Claims 1-3 and 11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
does not suggest or teach a (reactor suitable for the catalytic conversion of a feed mixture which 
is capable of explosion or ignition. The instant application is deemed to be directed to a 
nonobvious improvement over the invention patented in Pat. No. 4,134,425. The improvement 
comprises a rotatable disc having a radius which is larger than the sum of the radius of the 
catalyst bed and the distance between the longitudinal axis of the catalyst bed and the axis of 
rotation of the discs in order to accurately control the throughput of the feed mixture.
